Didsbury gets one-stop community shopping

Didsbury residents can now 
access multiple* community 
services under one roof as the 
long-awaited Neighborhood 
Place finally opens later this 
month. 

Coordinator Nicole Aasen said 
the Town has been trying to get 
a Neighborhood Place venture 
up and running for quite some 
time and when an 1,800 sq. ft. 
space opened up in the 17th 
Avenue Mall in August, council 
was quick to grab it up. 

“It’s been a whirlwind since 
the building became available," 
said Aasen, who w ill continue to 
run her regular programs includ¬ 
ing Busy Buddies, Go Girl, and 
Young Chefs from the new loca¬ 
tion. 


“It’s exciting and a little bit 
scary.” 

The space will also house Big 
Brothers and Sisters, Partners in 
Crime, FCSS and the newly devel¬ 
oped ParentLink program. 

And Aasen hopes to add even 
more services to the list as people 
become more aware of what 
Neighborhood Place can offer. 

“We’re really hitting the mark 
w ith the younger kids,” she said of 
current programs available. 

But she’d like to be able to help 
more Didsbury residents “func¬ 
tion better". 

Anyone who has unique skills 
or has something interesting to 
oiler is welcome to help out. 

“If they want to facilitate a pro¬ 
gram, we absolutely want to In- 
involved," said Aasen. 

Over the next few months some 
new workshops will be offered, 


including a nutrition talk for sen¬ 
iors and a picky eaters course for 
parents. 

Short-term marital counselling 
is another endeavour 
Neighbourhood Place will under¬ 
take. 

The service had been available 
to Didsbury residents previously, 
through the Olds office, but Aasen 
said it wasn’t being used as much 
as they thought it might. 

She thinks the new location will 
provide a private, quiet and invit¬ 
ing atmosphere for couples seek¬ 
ing help from a qualified faciliator. 

Tile office will also serve as a 
referral service for people looking 
for contacts for things like the 
Food Bank or Child and Family 
Services. 

Aasen said it’s nice for the com¬ 
munity to have a place they can 
go where they know someone 


cares and will listen. 

And if they can’t help directly, 
they can at least point residents in 
the right direction. 

It’s a service Aasen said has 
become increasingly important as 
more people move out to 
Didbsury from the city. 

“They’re usi'd to being able to 
find services offered in one 
place,” she said. 

The added benefit is that it’s one 
more thing keeping Didsbury 
from becoming nothing more 
than a bedroom community. 

“1 think the Town of Didsbury is 
being proactive in offering these 
community services to residents," 
said Aasen. 

“It’s for the good of Didsbury 
and area." 

And taxpayers are bearing no 
financial burden because 
Neighborhood Place is funded 


through provincial FCSS funding 
and community programming. 

In terms of what the venture 
will do for the town in the future. 
Town CAO Roy Brown said there 
has been discussion regarding 
regionalization of FCSS in the 
county and he thinks a central 
location like this could give 
Didsbury an advantage. 

“In the long term it may be very, 
very beneficial," he said. 

“If we go regionally, ;uid I think 
we will be going regionally, what I 
like about this idea is that 
Didsbury then becomes a focus 
and that brings people from 
Carstairs, Olds, Cremona to 
Didsbury as opposed to the 
reverse direction." 

The official grand opening of 
Didsbury Neighborhood Place is 
scheduled for Friday, Sept. 29 
from 1-3 p.m.

Recent armed robberies 
in Olds are a reminder that 
small town central Alberta 
isn’t immune to “big city” 
crime. 

RCMP from Olds and 
Disbury responded to a 
report at around 5:40 p in. 
on Sept. 13 of an adult 
female, believed to tie 
armed with a handgun, 
entering the SAAN Store, 
at 4901- 50 St. demanding 
money. 

Money was turned over 
to the suspect, who then 
fled on foot. 

While RCMP investigat¬ 
ed the first incident, a sec¬ 
ond armed robbery call at 
Mark’s Work Warehouse 
was received at 5:59 p.m. 

The suspect in this inci¬ 
dent again indicated she 
was armed, and left the 
premises with an undis¬ 
closed amount of cash. 

Shortly after the second 
robbery the suspect was 
located and apprehended 
on Hwy. 27, 20 km west of 
Olds, without incident. 

Ashley Lorraine Zielke, 
21, of the Innisfai! area has 
been charged with nine 
counts of Criminal Code 
offences including one 
count of Unlawful Use of 
an Imitation Firearm while 
committing an indictable 
offence; two counts of 
Armed Robbery; two 
counts of Uttering Death 
Threats; two counts of 
Possession of Stolen 
Property under $5,000;

Zielke will make her first 
court appearance in

With incidents of armed 
robbery, and smash-and- 
grab type burglary occur¬ 
ring in centres up and 
down the QEII corridor, 
Olds RCMP Staff Sgt. Bob 
Phillips said crime that 
used to lie unusual in rural 
Alberta isn’t unusual any 
more.

But people still tried because then, more than ever, it 
seemed so very’ important to tell the people they cared 
about, just how much they were loved.

We take for granted that we have all kinds of time to 
say “I love you" or “Thank you" and instead, many of us 
use the phone only to coordinate schedules and make 
appointments.

admit that even though we 
did not do most of the 
things I had hoped for, it 
was a lovely summer. We 
ate in the Gazebo several 
times, we had lots of sun 
and lots of lovely warm 
evenings, we had a fire in 
the pit one night when the 
kids were home, we had 
guests who stayed in the 
cabin, two trips to the 
Kananaskis, one to The 
David Thompson Resort, a 
day on the Prairie, some 
nice family gatherings, 
guests that we ei\joyed and 
several days with our 
grandchildren. 

On the local front we had 
an afternoon in the gar¬ 
dens at the Olds College 
and a couple of weeks ago 
we had an afternoon at Big 
Hill Springs Provincial 
Park. 

Big Hill Springs is only 45 
minutes from the farm but 
for some reason we had 
never been there before. 
The park is approx. 25 km 
NW of Calgary and 15 km 
NE of Cochrane off sec¬ 
ondary highway #567. It is 
not big, only 25 hectares at 
the lower end of Big Spring 
Coulee in a transition area 
between the grassland, 
aspen parkland and 
foothills regions. The 
Park’s nuyor features are 


the Big Hill Springs Creek 
and the wooded coulee 
through which it flows. 
There is ample parking, a 
nice little picnic area with 
tables, a pump, wash¬ 
rooms, and a 1.6 km inter¬ 
pretive trail that is not ter¬ 
ribly difficult and winds 
around waterfalls, bridges, 
lovely clear pools and 
ponds. The day that we 
were there every age was 
represented from babies 
paddling in the shallow 
pools to Grandmas with 
canes. The park is open 
year-round, but you are 
warned that the trail 
becomes icy in winter. 
There is no staff and no 
telephone. 

Big Hill Creek flows 
through a wide, flat valley 
carved by glacial meltwa¬ 
ter from a lake formed 
1 (),()()() years ago. The 
creek has formed a coulee 
terraced in limestone out¬ 
crops. The water table is 
high and several springs 
bubble from the coulee 
slopes to feed the creek 
which eventually empties 
into the Bow River near 
Cochrane. The coulee pro¬ 
vides shelter, food and 
water for over 60 species 
of birds, and mammals that 
include deer, moose, coy¬ 
otes, badgers, mink, squir¬ 


rels, and gophers. We also 
watched a garter snake 
scare the wits out of a lady 
front Airdrie. 

Plains Indians hunted 
bison and camped near the 
springs and there is a buf¬ 
falo jump kill site near the 
park. The Cochrane 
Ranche Company leased 
the area in 1881 and the 
British American Ranch 
Company grazed horses 
and sheep there in 1885-6. 
Alberta's first commercial 
creamery was established 
there in 1881 using water 
power from Big Hill 
Springs Creek to rotate the 
butter chum. The cream¬ 
ery sold butter to the town 
of Calgary, Railway crews 
and the NWMP Alberta 
Fish and Wildlife tried a 
trout hatchery project 
there in 1951 and the 
cement platform that you 
see from the interpretive 
trail is the remains of that 
venture which closed in 
1956. 

We had a lovely after¬ 
noon at Big Hill Springs 
and I will put it on my list 
of places to go next sum¬ 
mer. Let’s see, this is 
September 15 and it’s 
snowing so in only nine or 
ten months it will be fit to 
go again.
